OFFICE  OF  COAL  DEVELOPMENT 
AND  MARKETING 

Headquartered  in  Springfield  -  Telephone  (217)  782-6051 

•  Responsible  for  administering  programs  for  coal  research, 
and  for  the  development  and  demonstration  of  technolo¬ 
gies  that  offer  environmentally  safe  and  economically 
viable  methods  of  coal  extraction,  consumption  and  power 
generation. 

•  Activities  include  sponsorship  and  promotion  of  coal 
research  and  development  processes,  commercial  demon¬ 
stration  of  innovative  clean  coal  technologies,  develop¬ 
ment  of  policies  and  strategies  for  compliance  with  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  and  the  search  for  new  uses  and  markets  for 
Illinois  coal  and  coal  byproducts. 

•  The  office  consists  of  three  sections:  coal  marketing,  coal 
research  and  development,  and  coal  demonstration  and 
planning. 

OFFICE  OF  ENERGY  CONSERVATION 
AND  ALTERNATIVE  ENERGY 

Headquartered  in  Springfield*  -  Telephone  (217)  785-2009 

•  Promotes  the  prudent  and  efficient  use  of  Illinois’  energy 
and  natural  resources  through  research,  demonstration, 
analysis  and  education. 

•  Activities  include  providing  technical  assistance  and  in¬ 
formation  on  energy  conservation  and  renewable  resources, 
promoting  implementation  of  energy  efficiency  and  con¬ 
servation  measures  in  state  and  local  government  build¬ 
ings,  and  supporting  development  of  viable  alternative 
energy  technologies  and  renewable  energy  resources. 

•  The  office  consists  of  four  sections:  consumer  assistance, 
building  efficiency,  Chicago  operations  and  alternative 
energy. 

OFFICE  OF  RECYCLING  AND  WASTE  REDUCTION 

Headquartered  in  Springfield*  -  Telephone  (217)  524-5454 

•  Administers  financial  and  technical  assistance  programs 
designed  to  reduce  reliance  on  landfills,  expand  source 
reduction  and  recycling  programs,  and  increase  markets 
for  recycled  materials.

ENR  COMPRISES  FOUR  OFFIC 


•  Activities  include  public  education  programs  to  increase 
awareness  and  support  of  source  reduction,  recycling, 
recovery  and  reuse;  technical  assistance  and  information 
to  communities  and  businesses  in  implementing  solid 
waste  management  options;  grant  and  loan  programs  for 
the  collection  and  processing  of  recyclables,  the  expansion 
of  markets  for  recyclables,  and  the  demonstration  of  : 
innovative  waste  management  technologies;  and  coordi¬ 
nation  of  solid  waste  research  and  technology  transfer 
efforts. 

•  The  office  consists  of  four  sections:  public  education, 
resource  recovery,  program  management,  and  planning 
and  analysis. 

OFFICE  OF  RESEARCH  AND  PLANNING 

Headquartered  in  Springfield  -  Telephone  (217)  785-0124 

•  Studies  the  economic,  social  and  environmental  issues 
related  to  the  use  of  Illinois’  energy  and  natural  resources. 

•  Activities  include  analysis  of  state  and  federal  legislation 
and  policies,  review  and  preparation  of  statewide  utility 
least-cost  plans,  research  concerning  the  economic 
impacts  of  state  environmental  regulations,  management 
of  external  contracts  for  various  environmental  projects, 
and  applications  of  the  geographic  information  system. 

•  The  office  consists  of  four  sections:  policy  research, 
strategic  planning,  environmental  modeling  and  database 
development,  and  geographic  information  system. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  MUSEUM 

Headquartered  in  Springfield  -  Telephone  (217)  782-7386 

•  Collects  and  preserves  the  natural  history  and  artistic 
heritage  of  Illinois  and  uses  these  resources  to  educate  and 
provide  information  to  the  public. 

•  The  main  branch  of  the  Illinois  State  Museum  and  its 
Research  and  Collection  Center,  located  in  Springfield, 
focus  on  the  preservation,  interpretation  and  collection  of 
Illinois’  cultural,  natural  and  artistic  resources  and  on 
research  that  allows  for  accurate  presentation  to  the  public. 
Dickson  Mounds  Museum,  located  near  Lewistown,  is  an 
archaeological  museum  dedicated  to  preserving  the  heri¬ 
tage  of  prehistoric  American  Indians.  Other  museum  sites 
include  the  State  of  Illinois  Art  Gallery  in  Chicago  and  the 
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Lockport  Art  Gallery,  both  of  which  feature  a  variety  of 
exhibitions.  The  Illinois  State  Museum  also  administers 
Illinois  Artisans  Shops  in  Chicago,  Springfield  and  Rend 
Lake. 

•  The  Museum’s  sections  are  concerned  with  the  interre¬ 
lated  functions  of  collections,  research,  exhibits,  school 
services  and  public  programs. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  WATER  SURVEY 

Headquartered  in  Champaign  -  Telephone  (217)  333-2210 

•  Responsible  for  collecting  data,  conducting  research  and 
providing  information  services  regarding  water  resources 
and  the  atmospheric  resources  of  weather  and  climate. 

•  Created  in  1895,  the  Water  Survey  focuses  on  such  topics 
as  acid  rain;  groundwater  and  surface  water  quality  and 
quantity;  lake  and  reservoir  preservation;  air  toxics  and 
ozone  studies;  climate  change;  and  the  environmental, 
ecological  and  water  quality  problems  in  the  Illinois  River 
Basin. 

•  The  Survey  consists  of  four  divisions:  atmospheric 
sciences,  chemistry,  hydrology  and  administration. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY 

Headquartered  in  Champaign  -  Telephone  (217)  333-4747 

•  Conducts  basic  research,  develops  technologies,  and  pro¬ 
vides  information  and  services  needed  in  responsibly 
developing  our  state’s  mineral  wealth  and  protecting  our 
state’s  environment. 

•  Created  in  1905,  the  Geological  Survey’s  major  research 
and  service  activities  include  mapping  the  detailed  geol¬ 
ogy  of  the  state  to  provide  the  information  needed  to  select 
sites  forwastedisposal  facilities,  locate  and  protect  ground- 
water  resources,  avoid  or  mitigate  natural  and  man-made 
hazards,  and  assess  resources  of  industrial  and  metallic 
minerals;  seeking  new  technologies  to  maintain  or  in¬ 
crease  the  production  and  use  of  Illinois  coal  and  oil 
resources;  and  collecting  and  managing  the  basic  geologic 
data  needed  to  respond  rapidly  and  accurately  to  requests 
for  information  from  industry ,  government  and  the  public. 


•  The  Survey  consists  of  three  branches:  mineral  resources 
and  engineering,  environmental  geology  and  geochemis¬ 
try,  and  technical  and  administrative  services. 

ILLINOIS  NATURAL  HISTORY  SURVEY 

Headquartered  in  Champaign  -  Telephone  (217)  333-6880 

•  Studies  the  animals  and  plant  life  of  the  state  to  determine 
the  most  effective  means  of  protecting  and  intelligently 
using  these  resources  for  the  maximum  economic,  educa¬ 
tional  and  recreational  benefits  of  Illinois  residents. 

•  Established  in  1858,  the  Natural  History  Survey  focuses 
on  living  resources,  including  wildlife,  endangered  spe¬ 
cies,  and  insect  pests,  and  on  the  preservation  of  the  state’s 
biological  heritage. 

•  The  Survey  consists  of  five  centers:  economic  entomol¬ 
ogy,  aquatic  ecology,  biogeographic  information,  wildlife 
ecology  and  biodiversity. 

HAZARDOUS  WASTE  RESEARCH 

AND  INFORMATION  CENTER 

Headquartered  in  Champaign  -  Telephone  (217)  333-8940 

•  Responsible  for  identifying  solutions  to  the  state’s  hazard¬ 
ous  waste  problems  through  research,  information  dis¬ 
semination  and  technical  assistance. 

•  Created  in  1985,  the  HWRIC  was  made  a  separate  division 
of  ENR  in  1989.  The  Center  focuses  on  waste  reduction 
and  treatment  and  disposal  of  hazardous  wastes,  and 
provides  services  to  industries  in  need  of  pollution  preven¬ 
tion  information  and  assistance.  It  is  also  involved  in 
promoting  reduction  of  toxics  used  in  Illinois  through 
education  programs,  on-site  technical  assistance,  and  spon¬ 
sorship  of  pilot  projects  to  develop  and  demonstrate  inno¬ 
vative  technologies  for  toxic  pollution  prevention. 

•  The  HWRIC,  which  features  a  state-of-the-art  Hazardous 
Materials  Laboratory  to  further  expand  hazardous  waste 
research  and  testing,  consists  of  five  programs:  informa¬ 
tion  services,  industrial  and  technical  assistance,  labora¬ 
tory  services,  research  and  data  management. 
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MISSION 


The  mission  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Erergy 
and  Natural  Resources  (ENR)  is  to  facilitate 
scientifically  informed  policy  decisions  that 
contribute  to  the  environmental,  social  and  economic 
health  of  the  state  of  Illinois  by: 

•  investigating  issues  of  importance  to  the  people  of 
Illinois  relating  to  geological  and  mineral  resources, 
water  and  atmospheric  resources,  biological  resources, 
archaeological  and  cultural  resources,  energy,  envi¬ 
ronmental  protection,  hazardous  and  solid  wastes, 
and 


•  educating  and  providing  assistance,  data,  and  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  general  public,  government  agencies, 
businesses  and  industry. 


THE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Department  of  Energy  and  Natural  Resources 
is  a  nonrcgulatory  agency  that  provides  data, 
information  and  objective  analysis  concerning 
the  quantity,  distribution  and  quality  of  Illinois’  natural 
resources  and  the  environmental  and  socioeconomic 
effects  of  their  development. 

The  purpose  of  ENR,  which  was  created  by  the  legisla¬ 
ture  in  1978,  is  to  promote  proper  stewardship  of  the 
state’s  resources  by  providing  the  information  and 
perspective  necessary  for  informed  decision-making. 

The  department  acquires  and  preserves  collections  and 
data  and  disseminates  resultsof  scientific  and  socioeco¬ 
nomic  research  by  its  staff  and  others;  encourages 
development  of  new  technologies  in  energy,  solid 
waste  and  hazardous  waste  management;  and  educates 
in  its  areas  of  expertise  through  the  media,  exhibits, 
conferences  and  publications. 

The  department  promotes  stewardship  through  seven 
main  activities: 

•  long-term  data  collection 
•  basic  research 
•  applied  research 

•  policy  analysis  and  recommendation 
•  technology  demonstration 
•  information  dissemination 
•  public  education
